OF  THE  AREA. 

Water . 

All  the  parishes  in  the  area  e:xcept  Steyning,  Br amber  and 
Upper  Bee  ding,  have  a piped  supply  of  main  vi/ater  obtained  from  the 
Council’s  own  w aterv'/orks  situated  at  Nutbourne,  Smock  -^lley,  West 
Chiltington,  Storrington  and  Washington. 

Steyning,  Braraber  and  Upprr  Seeding  have  a piped  supply 
from  the  Steyning  Waterworks  Co.,  obtained  at  the  Steyning  Waterv/orks 
situated  in  Upper  Seeding.  Steyning  Waterworks  Co.  also  supply 
approiximately  two -thirds  of  the  water  used  in  the  parishes  of  Henfield, 
Shermanbury  and  V/oodrnancote  (the  Council's  mains  are  also  connected  to 
the  main  supply  serving  these  parishes; 

Samples  are  obtained  monthly  from  all  the  Council's  main 
supply  sources  for  bacteriological  elimination.  Chemical  analyses 
are  obtained  tv/ice  yearly  from  the  Council's  sources  and  once  yearly 
from  the  Steyning  Waterv/orks  Co.  Bacteriological  and  chemical 
eliminations  are  made  of  raw;  water  in  each  case  and  one  sample  per 
month  i$  obtained  from  treated  v/ater  going  into  supply. 

Samples  taken  during  the  year  v/ere  as  follov/s:- 

Hav/  V/ater.  For  bacteriological  e >raminat ion  69 

For  chemical  e:xamination  11 

Treated  Water.  For  bacteriological  ej<amination  11 

All  the  results  v/ere  satisfactory. 

Samples  were  obtained  from  three  private  v/ells  serving 
si5<  houses  v/ithin  the  district  and  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes.  In  each  case  the  ov/ners  arranged  to  connect  the  premises 
served  b^^  the  v/ell  with  the  Council's  main  supply. 
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All  houses  obtaining  water  from  a piped  supply  are  served 
direct.  The  number  of  dv/elling  houses  supplied  is  5)0^0  and  the 
number  of  population  supplied  is  15,547» 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action.

Disinfestation  by  Zaldecide  is  carried  out  by  the 
Local  Authority.  Woodwork,  such  as  skirting  boards  and  loose 
plaster  is  reradved  and  the  v/hole  of  the  infested  house  sprayed 
with  Zaldecide  and  left  for  three  days  when  the  process  is 
repeated .
